The building, one of the most conspicuous 
of the downtown structures, was erected juat 
before the world’s fair and is said to have 
cost about $1,250,000. It is fourteen stories

It was built under the personal supervision 
of Van H. Higgins and Henry J. Furber. 
The valuation recently placed upon it by 
the board of review was $549,909. The land 
which fronts 100 feet on State street and 90 
feet on Washington street, being valued at 
$1,592,001. 


8300 a Square Foot Value. 

It is recognized, however, by. experts in 
town values that these figures fall short of 
its real value, especially if the purchase 
last year by Charles A. Stevens & Bros. of 
the inside 20x90 feet adjoining the Colum- 
bus bullding on the south is to be taken as 
a criterion. For this holding Stevens & 
Bros. paid the H. O. Stone estate $500,000, 
which is at the rate of $25,000 a front foot. 

Measured by this standard, the Columbus 
property is worth around $300 a square 
foot, and at least $2,500,000, if not the full 
price «hich Mr. Rosenwald paid for the 
ground and building. 

The property was owned by the Columbus 
Safe Deposit company, the shares of which 
are principally held by Mrs. Lena Gilmore 
and the National Life Insurance Company 
of America. Mr. Rosenwald is said to con- 
template no changes. 

Martin C. Schwab, consulting engineer, 
appraised the building and reported on the 
physical condition of the property. Sidney 
Adler of Adler & Lederer represented all the 
partles in a legal way.

Setting at rest the conflicting 
rumors of the last thirty-six hours, a 
copyright message to The Tribune 
and the New York Times last night 
contained the definite, first hand an - 
nouncement from Capt. Roald Amund - 
sen that he had discovered the south 
pole; thus ending centuries of strug- 
gle to reach the ends of the earth. 


The cablegram, as published on this 
page, was sent to Capt. Amundsen’s 
brother, Leon Amundsen in Christi a- 
ia, who in turn transmitted it to The 
Tribune, The New York Times and the’ 
London Chronicle. 


In publishing this dire ct news from 
the explorer himself, The Tribune is 
repeating its success of 1909 in giving 
first definite tidings from Captain 
Robert E. Peary announcing the dis- 
covery of the north pole. 


Confirmation is still lacking of the 
reports that Capt. Robert F. Scott, the 
English explorer, has likewise reached 
the pole. As the information stands 
at this time, the victory in the race 
for the southernmost point on the 
globe lies with the intrepid Nor- 
wegian, Capt. Amundsen. 


In order to throw all possible light 
on the status of the matter, Lieut. 
Shackleton of the British Navy, who 
had previously held the record for 
nearness of approach to the south 
pole, has written a commentary upon 
the news from Amundsen. Lieut. 
Shackleton’s comments are printed 
herewith.

Capt. Amundsen has attained the geo- 
graphical south pole, the long sought for 
spot, and that finishes record breaking as 
far as the ends of the earth are concerned. 

Assuming that the latitude of Amund- 
sen's winter quarters was 74 degrees 44 min- 
utes, that is only 676 geographical miles 
from thf south pole. This place was named 
Bay of Whales by-me on my expedition and 
was formerly known as Balloon Bight. 


START EARLY IN, OCTOBER. 

If Amundsen did fifteen miles a day 
and reached the south pole on Dec. 14 he 
would have started south about the begin- 
ning of November, but it is more likely he 
did not travel at that rate, especially for 
the first hundred or two odd miles, so we 
may assume that he started for the pole 
about the beginning of OcteBer. 

There is no indication in the cable wheth- 
er Amundsen followed the route of my ex- 
pedition in reaching the mountains that 
guard the approach to the pole. It may 
be possible that he found a new route and 
ah easier one up to the plateau which lies 
about 9,000 to 11,000 feet above sea level. 
He may have had good weather. 


THREE DAYS AT POLE. 

The words of the cablegram, “ Pole at- 
tained Dec. 14 to 17,” evidently mean that 
on reaching the geographical pole, so that 
no uncertainty should exist as to his exact 
position, he waited three days, taking noon 
observations so as accurately to determine 
his position. 

The advantages of taking three days of 


follows: f bs 
Assuming that an explorer took a noon 
observation of the altitude of the sun and 
found that he was at the pole, a degree 
of uncertainty would still exist because of 
the slow movement of the sun, which com- 
pletes the circle with hardly any percep- | 
tible rise or fall. : 
If-an observation is taken for the sex | 
ond day at the same spot, and the differ- 


servation of the day before, and it does 
this for the third day, he may safely as- 
sume that his position is accurate. 


SNAPSHOT NOT RELIABLE. 


A flying snapshot is not as reliable as a 
continuous series of observations. If he 
were using a theodolite, undoubtedly the 
most accurate instrument, there is no doubt 
that he could ascertain the position of tha 
pole to one mile. 


17 he would very likely, with a fair wind 
behind him, return to winter quarters in 
about forty-five days. We left our “ fur- 
thest south — Which was, roughly speaking, 
100 miles north of the pole—on Jan. 9, and 
reached our winter quarters on Feb. 28. 


BACK AT BASE IN JANUARY. 


They were 650 geographical miles from 
the pole, approximately the same length of 
journey that Amundsen would have covered 
from the pole to his winter quarters, as they 
were ninety miles further south than ours. 
We then assume that Capt. Amundsen 
reached Bay of Whales at the end of Jan- 
uary. He would take two or three days 
loading up and getting under way with the 
Fram. He would then presumably go north 
and work to the westward of Cape Adare, 
and then get into the westerly winds and 
make Hobart, Tasmania. 

The Fram being a slow vessel, doing 
about five knots, it would take quite a 
month, unless there were strong winds be- 
hind her, to reach Hobart. 


MUST HAVE MET SCOTT. 
The question aaturally arises in one’s

The newspapers Aftenposten and Tidens 
Tegn will print the telegram tomorrow. 

Capt. Amundsen’s brother Leon gays 
Roald will go on a lecture tour of Australia 
and Europe, after which he will head an 
expedition to the north pole. 

Meantime the Fram, after making neces- 
sary repairs, will go to Ean Francisco, 
where Amundsen will meet her in 1913. 


«4 LONDON’S EARLY NEWS CONFUSED. 
{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. |

LONDON, March 8.—The news of Amund- 
Ben's achievement is published in the Chron- 
icle here this morning. : 

AH of yesterday the conflicting reports 
puzzled the public and speculation centered 
chiefly on the early reports that Amundsen 
had sent word that Capt. Scott was the vic- 
tor in the great race for the pole. 

The Daily Express printed this message 
from Wellington: Amundsen states Scott 
reached pole.“ 


Many Conflicting Messages. 

Shortly afterward an agency dispatch from 
Christiania stated that a cipher message had 
been received there from some persons 
aboard the Fram to the effect that Amund- 
sen had reached the south pole, but right 
on top of this came another agency message 
from the Norwegian capital declaring that ea 
message had been received there from Capt. 
Amundsen himself, in which he sald Capt. 
Scott had reached the pole. 

So one report followed another and the 
speculation grew keener. One contribution 
to the ever growing budget of informa- 
tlon was a New York dispatch saying that 
special correspondents of the American pa- 
pers in Auckland and Wellington, New Zea- 
land, reported that they had succeeded in 
communicating with Amundsen and that he 
announced that oe Scott had reached the 
south pole. 7 

Eventually, some little time before mid- 
night, after an exchange of cipher letters 
between Christiania and London, the New 
York Times on the American continent and 
the Chronicle in Europe were in possession 
of the actual news of the results of Capt. 
Amundsen's dash into the antarctic sone. 

Cipher Message Simple One. 

The cipher message received from Leon 
Amundsen, Roald's brother, is not the one 
that would puzzle an expert, but as far as 
can be judged from what is known here, 
it served its purpose in preserving hi se- 
ereey of the contents of the message. It was 
the simple method of reading the letters 
of the alphabet backward, Z in the cipher

representing A in plain language and Y 
standing for B. Translated in plain n. 
on the cipher dispatch read: 

“ CHRISTIANIA, Norway, March 7.—The 
folowing telegram received: ‘ Hobart, Tas- 
mania, Friday—Pole attained, fourtéenth- 
seventeenth, December, 1911. All well.’ 

** ROALD AMUNDSEN /’ 

The signature, Leon, was that of Roald’s 
brother. There was one error in the cipher, 
Amundsen’s name, as transmitted in the 
cipher, spelling out as Amug¢rsen. ' 

Mrs. Scott has received no news from 
her husband and does no@expect to hear 
from him for at least a month. 


Doubted by Mrs. Scott. 

Mrs. Scott throws cold water on the dis- 
patch which said that Amundsen has said 
Scott has reached the pole.

Planned for Rapid Dash. 

Amundsen, it was explained, did not intend 
wasting any time in making scientific obser- 
vations, but planned a straight dash to the 
pole and a dash back again.

WANSEN’S COMMENT ON RACE. 

New York, March 7.—Dr. Fridtjoff Nansen, 
whose ship Fram, used by him in the arctic, 
carried Amundsen on his dash southward, to- 
day estimated as about even Scott's and 
Amundsen's chances of winning the great 
race. . 

“There was good reason to believe that 
both expeditions would reach the south pole,“ 
says Capt. Nansen. 

“Capt. Scott had one great advantage in 
his knowledge of the region, as during his 
previols very important expedition, which 
first revealed the interior of the antarctic 
to us, he traversed a great part of the same 
distance which he had to cover on his way 
to the pole. And, moréover, he ivllowed 
the same route which was taken by Shackle- 
ten. 

“He thus knew beforehand the ice, its 
condition, and what difficulties are to be ex- 
pected. He had, moreover, the advantage 
that he wag traveling southward, parallel 
with a mountain range, which provided 
him with landmarks. It was thus easy for 
him to lay out depots without running the 
risk of not being able to find them again 
when they were wanted. 

“ Finally, Scott may also, perhaps, have 
had some advantage as compared with 
Amundsen, in having more men to help him 
in establishing the depots, and also to sup- 
port him during the first part of his south- 

, ward journey and meet him when he re- 
turned from his trip across the ice.’’ 


. PEARY GLAD TO HEAR IT. 
Washington, D. C., March 7.—Rear Ad- 
miral Robert E. Peary, the arctic explorer 
and discoverer of the north pole, who has 
* followed with considerable interest the 
movements of the several expeditions now 
in the antarctic, today said he was very glad 
to hear that Capt. Scott of the British ex- 
pedition was the first man to succeed in 

, Peaching the south pole. 
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when he had heard the details of Capt. 
Scott's successful exploration. 


GREAT VALUE TO SCIENCE. 


The chief scientific value of the discovery 
of the south pole will be that it will give 
additional information of the movement of 
the atmosphere, according to Prof. Thomas 
G. Chamberlin, head of the department of 
geology at the University of Chicago. 

For some time, he said, the scientific 
world has been wondering what the move- 
ment of the atmosphere is around the south 
pole. Doubtless Capt. Amundsen will be able 
to furnish that information. 

“The discovery of the south pole was less 
dangerous than that of the north pole.“ 

Maj. H. B. Hersey, acting weather fore- 
caster at Chicago, also expressed his gratifi- 
cation that the pole had been discovered. 

“ Amundgen’s achievement means much to 
science,” he sad. Above all it isa triumph’ 
for the daring enterprise and persistency 
of the Scandinavian.“ 


RACE TO THE SOUTH POLE, 


The conquest of the south pol Is the result 
of a contest in which six nations were at 
first entered—America, Germany, England, 
Norway, Japan, and Australia. Each planned 
to send an expedition to solve the problem of 
the’ southern ice, following the return of 
Lieut. Ernest H. Shackleton to England in 
1000, after getting to 110 miles from the pole, 
for which feat he was knighted by King 
Edward. | 

However, last summer, it was evident that 
the race had narrowed down to a struggle 
between two nations, the English, represent- 
ed by Capt, R. F. Scott, R. N., and the Terra 
Nova, and the Norwegian, in the person of 
Capt. ad Amundsen, ‘with the Fram. 
Nansen's old arctic ship. At that time both 
expeditions wore heard from as having 
reached the MacMurdo sound and the Bay of 
Whaies, respectively, each about 750 miles 
from the pole. It seemed, therefore, that 
the race was about an even thing. 


Route a Perilous One. 


The route which both expeditions planned 
to travel to the antarctic pole . with one 
exception, the most perilous on earth. That 
exception, according to explorers. is the 590 
miles which Peary covered between ‘his 
Quarters at Cape Columbia and the north 
pole. 

The Great Barrier. in the minds of scien- 
tists, is the baffling obstacle with which the 
explorers will have to contend. There is 
where Shackleton, weak in body because of 
the long days of constant struggle while he 
and his party subsisted on halt rations, 
looked up to a mighty plateau of ice -

ing; as Shackleton described ft, into the 
very skies,"’ and gave up his dash. 

No one expects Scott or Amundsen to bring 
back stories of a new race of men or a con- 
tinent at the pole, although it ‘is known that 
the explorers of the first half of the last cen- 
tury were not only awed by the mysterious 
hand of nature and itsincalculable elements, 
but they even feared the possibility of a com- 


dat with unknown tribes in a great conti- 


nent to the south. 

Not only did they equip themselves with 
provisions, but loaced their ships with guns 
and ammunition, with which to meet the 
possible attack of the race of men they 
thought lived around the south pole. 


Plan of Amundsen. 

Capt. Nilsen of the Fram, on his return to 
Buenos Aires, April 21, 1911, stated that 
Amundsen, whom he left Feb. 14, was not 
going into winter quarters, but was going 
to make his dash for the pole through the 
depth of the antarctic winter. 

This news cause@a sensation. Sir Ernest 
Shackleton stͤed that it was practically a 
hopeless task, but other experts approved 
of the winter expedition, on the grounds that 
no winds or bjizzards blow at that time of 
the year, and that the ice is firmer. 

Capt. Scott, it wae reported, had not gone 
into winter quarters either. 

Writing under date of Jan. 25, 1911, Scott 
stated that he was then about to make a 
sledge journey south with tweive men, eight 
ponies, and two teams of dogs. He did not 
say that he was making for the pole: on the 
contrary, he expected to return to the base 
in April after a two months’ journey. 


Speculation in London. 

It was surmieed in London, though, thet 
Scott would then attempt to reach the final 
antarctic post, instead of returning, and 
speculation was rife last summer as to 
whether or not he nad succeeded. 

It was on Sept. 12, 1909, that it was an- 
nounced that Capt. Scott, who commanded 
the national antarctic expedition of 1900-04, 
would lead another expedition to the antarc- 
tic regions, and that the expedition would be 
supported by the Royal Geographical £0- 

ciety. 

Scott figured a the expedition would 
cost fully $200,000, and to raise this amount 
considerable subscriptions were offered. He 
appealed to the British nation to subscribe 
Mberally to secure to the empire the honor of 
achieving the south pole. 


Help from Government. 

In the following January Scott was granted 
$100,000 by the British government in ald 
ol the expedition. 

Speaking of his plans Scott at thet er 


ö said: 
| Starting in the present summer we pro- 


pose in January and February, 1911, to es- 
tablish two bases on the ice barrier, one at 
MacMurdo bay, the other at King Edward's 
Land, some 450 miles apart, to be, if possi- 
ble, connected by wireless telegraphy. Our 
task will be to cover from one or the other 
of those points.the distance to the pole. 

“The journey will be oyer ice, some of 
it clear, some of it snow covered, after that 
over mountains. Our means of transport 
will be motor sledges and sledges drawn by 
; ponies and dogs The more we can use the 
motors the more we can relieve the animais. 
I calculate that we shall have from 120 to 
150 days in which to accomplish the journey 
to and from our base. 


Dogs aud Ponies. 


„ am sending to Siberia for dogs and 
ponies. The latter will probably be similar 
to those used by the Cossack regiments, ani 
will be strong and hardy. The dogs 1 am 
getting trom remote districts to the north 
of Viadivostok. The value of these animals 
has been proved, notably in the German 
south polar expedition. 

In my final march for the pole I propose 
to take sixteen meni. 
course, possess a good deal of expert knowl- 
edge in the wey of surveying, geology, et 
cetera, and some of those who come will be 
skilled in photography. The final selection 
of the party will be left till one has haa ah 
opportunity of judging the candidates. Every 
man must be in hard and fit condition, and 
must be a man of good temper. The latter 
is very important in such an expecition. 

My intenjion is to make an effort for 
the pole and continue geographical explora- 
tions in the southern summer of 1911-1912.” 

“The station will be provisioned so that 
if our object is not accomplished at the first 
attempt we shall come back to the base, 
stay om and make the attempt the next 
year. 


Intention to Succeed. 


“If we fail then we shall stay on and try 
in the third year. In fact, we shall jolly well 
stop tlfere till the thing is done.“ 

The equipment includes motor sledges. 
The motor sledge was evolved as a result of 
two years of experiments in the snow in 
Norway, which, among other advantages, 
has sufficient length to bridge dangerous 
crevasses. 

On June 1, 1910, amid ringing cheers from 
the crowd on shore, heartily answered by the 
people on board, the Terra Nova left the 
West India dock, London. 


Sailed from New Zealand. 


On Nov. 20 following the Terra Nova sailed 
from Port Chalmers, New Zealand, for the 


antarctic, Scott joined the vessel in New| I 


The party must, of 


Zealand. At that time he hoped to reach 
the south pole in December of 1911. 

The Terra Nova returned to Christ Church, 
New Zealand, on March 27, 1911. The cap- 
tain said Scott landed his expedition on the 


Shores of MacMurdo bay in January. 


Exploring Parties Meet. 

Naval Lieut. Pennell, who was second in 
command to Scott and who navigated his 
ship back, telegraphed from Stewart island: 

“ Arriving in the Bay of Whales on Feb. 
4, we found the Fram, belonging to Amund- 
sen’s antarctic expedition. which was going 
into winter quarters there. With it were 
eight men, accompanied by 116 Greenland 
dogs and furnished with full equipment for 
the journey to the pole. The Fram is pro- 
ceeding to Buenos Aires, and, returning next 
year, will reémbark Amundsen. Stores were 
landed and a hut erected two miles from 
the ship. We found in a hut a message to 
the effect that the party was all well.“ 

Lieut. Pennell brought to Stewart island 
a dispatch from Seott in which the latter de- 
scribed his voyage southward and his landing 
in the shore of MacMurdo bay. 

On the voyage the Terra Nova met with 
bad weather and lost a portion of its bul- 
warks. Some of the deck cargo was swept 
away by heavy seas. Two ponies and one 
dog were lost during the storms. 


g Vessel in Ice Pack. 
All the animals suffered badly, but re- 
sovered when the weather became normal 
again. The vessel entered pack ice on Dec. 9 
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“goer found an extensive field of it and of 


such thicknese that great difficulty was ex- 
perienced in forcing a way through it. Twen- 
ty-one days were spent going 380 miles. 
After the ship got through it was forced out 
of its course by a furious gale and reached 
Cape Crozier on Jan. 3. A heavy swell pre- 


vented landing, and thereafter the ship ran 
into more pack ice. but reached MacMurdo 
‘sound, where exceptionally open water was 


found. | 
“We decided to make our winter quarters 


at Cape Evans, eight miles north of the dis- 
covery station. and eight miles south of Cape 


Royde.” said Scott in his dispatch. “ Here 
we began landing our stores for the winter, 
and we soon found how arduous it was. 
“This can be seen from the fact that we 
had to transport all our supplies a mile and a 
half to shore. Half this distance was water 


and the other half ice. Over this we had to : 


convey ponies, dogs, and motor sledges. 


“The dogs and men were all put to work 


and we landed everything within a week 
from the time of our arrival. 


Motor Sledge Lost. 

Wi. had the great misfortune to lose one of 
our motor sledges. which dropped through a 
hole in the ice and sank. Our next business 
was to build a house as a station for the 
expedition. This went with such a will 
that it was finished and occupied, and put in 
proper order all within a fortnight. We also 
provided accommodations for fifteen ponies, 
thirty dogs, and some rabbits. The situation 
was comfortable and convenient for scien- 
tific work. Already we have obtained a rich 
biological collection. 

“So far the weather has been change- 
able and strong winds have made it difficult 
to Keep the ship anchored safely amid the 
ice. Once it was driven on a shoal, but hap- 
pily it was refloated without suffering any 
damage to speak of. j 

„am now departing on a sledge journey 
to the south with twelve men, eight ponies, 
and two teams of dogs. I expect to be cut 
off at Cape Evans for two months, but we 
hope to be able to return to our station on 
new ice early in April. Meantime the ship 
will have proceeded west to land and put 
ashore the geological party, then east, in ac- 
cordance with our prearranged program, to 
put a small party ashore on King Edward's 
island for the purpose of exploration. The 
men and animals are all in excellent shape.“ 


Not ‘a Man Lost. 


At last reports, on board the Terra Nova 
with Scott were his sixty men with whom 


the ship left England. The Terra Nova has’ 


the largest scientific staff ever carried by 
any previous expedition, together with an 
expensive outfit of scientific instruments. 

This fact laid the captain open to some 
criticism at the time of his sailing from 
those who desired to see only one thing ac- 
complished—ihe conquest of the south pole— 
but he disregarded it, insisting that his en- 
deavor should be to achieve the greatest pos- 
sible scientific harvest the circumstanccs 
would permit. 

With his party are three eminent geol- 
ogists, and he set much store by what he 
expected them to accomplish for science. 


Amundsen Changes Mind, 

When Amundsen started he intended to ge 
on a seven year scientific voyage in the 
arctic, but sent back word from Madeira 
that instead of attempting to cross the north 
polar basin he was going to engage in an 
antarctic expedition. He then said that the 
Fram. after landing a wintering party on 
the antarctic continent, would proceed to 
Buenos Aires. 

Amundsen did not say to what part of the 
antarctic regions he was going to direct his 
attention, but it was generally assumed in 
Norway that he would make for the pole hy 
what has come to be known as the British 
route over the great ice barrier. 

It was also surmised that since MacMurdo 
sound provided the best base of attack, Brit- 
ish expeditions having got to within 110 miles 
of the pole therefrom, Amundsen would try 
to establish himself in winter quarters there 
before Scott's arrival and 80 oot a start of 
the British expedition. 

Some, however, thought that if he did 
steer for the Ross sea he would try to estab- 
lish his base of operations on King Fd- 
ward's Land, which Scott had abandoned as 
his main base of operation, though still in- 
tending to make it a base for subsidiary 
exploration. 


Scott Abandoned Place. 


This apparently was what Amundsen did. 
It is assumed that he tried to land on King 
Edward's Land, but failed, and that then 
he returned along the ice barrier and landed 
at the nearest convenient spot. 

The distance between Amundsen's base, 
on the ice barrier, and Scott's base, in Mac- 
Murdo sound, is between 400 and 500 miles. 
But, though so widely separated at their 
base camps, the two expeditions will follow 
very similar routes in the race _ the south 
pole.

ROMANCE REVEALED BY DEATH 


Married Man Engaged to Wed 
Girl When He Got Job. 


WRITES HER, ENDS HIS LIFE. 


Wife Had Sued Him and His Arrest 
Was Near. 


Harry A. Koch, who was 25 years of age 
and remarkably good looking, killed himself 
by inhaling gas in the rooming house of 
Howard Brightman at 534 Dearborn avenue 
yesterday. He left notes indicating clearly 
that hé had taken his own life because some 
obstacle had come between him and Miss 
Penelope, Hadley of Indianapolis with whom 
he was in love. 

The news was wired to the girl and she 
received it with evidences of the deepest 
grief. They were engaged, she said. Koch 
had come to Chicago to seek work. After 
he had found it they were to be married. 
She could think of ho reason why he should 
have killed himself. 


An hour or two later a correspondent for 
THE TRIBUNE discovered the cause of the 
tragedy. Koch had a wife and chila living 
in Indianapolis. The fact of this marriage 
was not known even to Koch's closest rela- 
tives. The wife did not know of her hus- 
band’s engagement to Miss Hadley. 

She had, however, instituted proceedings 
against him for abandonment. Steps had 
been taken to procure his arrest. It was 
knowledge of this, together with the fact 
that he did not feel he could live without 
Miss Hadley that drove Koch to end his life 
in a lonely room in a strange city. 


ails to Find Work. 

Koch’s Body was found at about 5 o'clock 
in the morning. He had called at the room- 
ing house first during the’ morning of the 
preceding day and had given the proprietor 
50 cents, saying he was short of money and 
would pay what was due the next day. 

He was six feet tall with light complex- 
ion, blue eyes, and blonde hair—altogether 
an unusually handsome young man. The 
proprietor trusted him and said he could 
pay when he liked. . 

Koch went away then. He did not return 
until 4 o’clock’iIn the afternoon. He seemed 
depressed, but no one paid much atten- 
In the morning the odor of 
gas came from his room. The door was 
broken down. The young man was found 
dead on his bed. The gas was turned on. 
In the stiffened fingers was a lead pencil 
and on the table beside the bed two letters. 
One had not been finished. Koch appar- 
ently had been writing it when he lapsed 
into his last sleep. 


Writes Note as He Dies. 

This unfinished note was addressed to Miss 
Penelope Hadley, Woodruff place, terrace 8, 
Indianapolis, Ind., care of M. and L. Brobst. 
The legible part read as follows:

The letter ended at this point in a scra wi. 
Koch had tried to write up to the moment his 
pensés failed. The news was carried to Migs

She broke down. After she had recovered 
her composure she said: 

“T have no idea why hekilled himself. We 
were engaged. I saw him last Monday night. 
He was out of work. He had come to say 
good-by. He was going to Chicago to look 
for a position. We were to have been mar- 
ried as soon as he was able to support me.” 

Various vague clews suggested to the re- 
porter that Koch already was married. He 
began a systematic search and early in the 
evening located the widow, Mrs. Nellie Koch, 
at the residence of her parents, Mr. and Mrs.

ALLIS-CHALMERS CONFEREES 
AGREE ON AN ASSESSMENT. 
General Outlines for Reorganization 


of the Company Drawn Up—<Action 
to Be Taken in Few Days. 


New York, March 7.—[Spectal.]—After a 
series of conferences between representa- 
tives of committees of bondholders and stock- 
holders of the Allis-Chalmers company in 
this city this week, an agreement has been 
reached upon the general outlines of a plan 
for a friendly reorganization. Only one of 
many important points of difference remains 
to-be adjusted. At the conclusion of the 
conferences the men engaged in them were 
confident that harmonious action would be 
taken within a few days. 

The company defaulted payment of the 
January interest on its outstanding $11,000,- 
000 & per cent bonds. According te the in- 
denture, it had ninety days in which to 
pay the interest before volunteers could 
apply for the appointment of a receiver. 
The ninety days of grace expire with the 
present month. 

In its general outlines the plan, as now 
practically agreed upon, provides for a vel- 
untary receivership under an agreement as- 
suring speedy reorganization and discharge 
of the receivers, for the substitution of

agement, for control over the company for a 
series of years by voting trustees, to be 
nominated by the present holders of the first 
mortgage bonds; for a heavy assessment on 
both common and preferred stock, for the 
issue to preferred stockholders of new stock 
in exchange for the old, amd in compensation 
for the assessment and for the raising of 
sufficient money to retire the floating indebt- 
edness and provide the company with ample 
working capital. The exact amount of the 
assessment has not been determined.

Washington, D. C., March 7.—[{Special.]— 
The general treaties of arbitration with 
Great Britain and France, emasculated to 
the point of annihilation, were ratified this 
afternoon by the United States senate. This 
puts an end to the world peace propaganda in 
the manner proposed by President Taft. 

In the shape in which they were ratified 
the treaties are almost grotesque. 

This fact is impressed upon President Taft 
and his advistrs, and it is not expected they 
will even ask the British and French gov- 
ernments to accept the senate amendments. 

Should this be done. those governments 

_ unquestionably would deeline to consider 
the proposal. 

The treaties as transmitted to the senate 
provided for the arbitration of all justiciable 
questions, created a high joint commission 

to investigate them, and further provided 

that when differences aruse as to whether cr 
not a question was justiciable, the commis- 
sion should pass upon it and if all but one 
agreed that it came within the scope of the 
treaty then it should be referred to arbitra- 
tion.

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Application to Orientals. 

As acted upon by the senate, the treaty, 
applying to Japanese and other orientalis, 
will exciude from arbitration any questions 
connected with the admission of aliens or 
their attendance in state educational insti- 
tutions.

It exempts also from arbitration any ques- 
tion affecting the territorial integrity of the 
United States, the alleged indebtedness of 
southérn states, or the Monroe doctrine and 
other pureiy governmental policies.

Large Manchu my May Be 
Made Basis for Setting the 
Throne Up Again. 


PEKING, March 7.—The diplomatic repre- 
sentatives of the foreign powers held a 
conference today and decided to continue 
the guards along the railway to Chin Wang 
Tao, in spite of the fact the river is now 
open from Tien-Tsin to the sea. 

Additional soldiers will be necessary. as 
the efféct of the present guard is only 
moral. 

Maj. Arrasmith, in command of the Amer 
ican troops from Manila, has only forty 
men left at Tien-Tsin and is anxious for at 
least 200 of his troops now at Peking to re- 
turn. 

Minister Calhoun hopes to get a detach- 
ment of 100 or 200 marines from the cruiser 
Cincinnati, and it would then be possible 
for the infantrymen to proceed to Tien- 
“Tsin. 

May Proclaim Monarchy. 

The possibility is widely discussed of the 
Manchus taking over the city and proclalm- 
ing 4 monarchy again. Chinese papers make 
‘this suggestion, but as no Manchu leader 
has been forthcoming !n the last six months, 
it seems hardly probable that one can be 
found now. 

Should a dictator arise he would find the 
nucleus of an army in the 20,000 or 80,000 
Manchu troops, who are now the most con- 
crete force remaining in the forthern prov- 
inces. 


Many Proofs of Reaction.

Somewhere around 5,000 persons looked 
over the $3,000 bungalow at the Clay Prod- 
ucts show last evening and figured on how 
they might arrange their furniture in it with- 
out crowding. 

Each of the 6,000 marched through the 
little building erected at the north end of 
the Coliseum, thought it good, and tucked 
away the entrance ticket coupon that gives 
each holder a chance at a. duplicate of the 
house. 

The exposition, the first that American 
burned clay products. have ever had, opened 
early in the evening in spite of a decorators’ 
strike a few hours before when two factions 
of laborers started a row. | 

There were a number of the features that 
could not be installed for the opening, among 
them a large pottery exhibit by the Atch- 
ison, Topeka and Santa Fe railway, and 
the workmen continued at work all night to 
get the whole show under way by today. 


Municipal Display in Annex. 

A big terra cotta four column fountain 
Stands in the center of the hall, and from it 
radtate aisles of brick, so many kinds that 
the layman does not try to remember them— 
tile, terra cotta, ¢hina, pipe, and every other 
clay product in/profusion. There are fire- 
places and plazzas, and garden walls, and 
plain vitrified brick streets with sewer pipe 
and water mains in place. Off in the annex 
is a full municipal display. 7 

In the basement of the annex is the expo- 

tion’s “ Midway.” Near the stairway is 
a comfortable looking fireplace—made of clay 
products, of course—with a couple of settees 
and a stack of clay pipes for any one that 
wants to try them, and a girl to fill them 
with tobacco and hold a match. Thereisa 
shooting gallery with clay mice and pigeons 
and rabbits and ducks scudding across it. 

There is a booth where one can guess the 
number of clay marbles in a clay jar, and 
another where he can blow soap bubbles from 
a clay pipe as long as he pleases. 


Big Pottery Exhibit. 

On the maln floor is the New Mexico pot- 
tery exhibit, with potters whirling the damp 
clay and building strangely shaped 
while one waits, _Bnd down the aisle a bit 
farther a china display, to be augmented 
considerably by today’s additions. 

A stereopticon shows pictures of model 
bungalows built of brick and tile, and a brass 
band and a singer with a thirty-five horse- 
power voice up in the galelry do their best 
to stimulate the erection of fireproof houses.

He testified that at a meeting of stock- 
holders held for the purpose of increasing 
the capital stock of the Lewis Publishing 
company a stock dividend of 100 per cent 
was voted to the holders of preferred stock, 
thus doubling their holdings.
